Objects to Teachers' Salary Bill. 


INDIAN SPRINGS, PA , April 8.— We 


notice that on Wednesday, April 1, the 
Snydcr school t?achers' minimum sala- 
ry b'll passed the senate and goes to 
the governor for his approval. The 
bill, like the day on which it passed, is 
a foil's bill. It will n' ver serve to im- 
prov • the public te^oolsin the ru-sl 
districts. It will only serve as a stum- 
bling block, cause conteation, and re- 
tard the progress of the common 
schools in the country districts. This 
bill will long be renumbered by the 
tax-ridden farmers throughout the 
state of Pennsylvania 
It casts a re- 


flection upon the 
eit'zans and the 


boa-ds of directors throughout the 
stats of Pennsylvania as being unable 
to prcperly expend the common school 
funds as set apart for their various dis- 
tricts; and that it would be better to 
build a fence around us people out here 
ia the way of a law, so that we may 
know just how much we must pay (not 
how much we should pay) our pub'ic 
school teachers, as we people out here 
in the country don't have much brains, 
nor time to stop and tbink and develop 
the few that we do have; and if this 
law is not complied with the state ap- 
propriation will be withheld. Now, in 
my judgment, the public moneys of the 
state belong to the public in general, 
and when the legislature makes an ap- 
propriation for the public school pur- 
poses to be divided among the vari- 
ous districts in the way and manner 
as prescribed by law then jt becomes 
the common funds of the districts in a 
way and manner as prescribed by law. 
Then it becomes the common funds of 
the districts, and the board of directors 
should then have the privilege to ex- 
pend these funds the same as any other 
funds which in their judgment would 
be to the best interest of pupils and 
patrons. Otherwise it is not necessary 
to hava a board of directors — one man 
would do. Again, who and what ele- 
ment of people are for such a measure 
as the above mentioned? Was it the 
common people or the farmers of the 
state of Pennsylvania? I will answer 
decisively no; it was not. It was th? 
educational element of this state, of 
whom Mr. Nathan C. Schaefter, thp 
present state superintendent of public 
instruction. With him this bill origi- 
nated and found its way to the legisla- 
ture, and when it had passed that body 
he poured forth his appeals by private 
letters through the prircipals of the 
public schools and other teachers, urg- 
ing them to get some voter to write 
to the senator of their district urging 
them to vote for the teachers' minimum 
salary bill. Now, if these people should 
have known the true conditions, the 
destitute circumstances and t*>e amount 
of economy that has to be practised in 
a great manyof the rural districts they 
would not have attempted to *orce the 
measure upon the people of this state; 
and these are the very people upon 
whom the measure will prove most 
weighty. We don't pay low wages be- 
cause we want to, but on account of 
our inability to pay more. Therefore 
this measure alone will prove to be a 
stain upon its originators that will ob- 
scure with darkness all other measures, 
no matter how good they might be. If 
the motive was laid bare to the people 
of this state that that move these peo- 
ple to push forth this measure it would 
be surprising to all. This bill will 
prcve to be a dead failure within the 
next five years to come and is a dis- 
grace to the integrity of the citizens of 
this commonwealth.

a very busy week for the legislature. 
There will be three sessions a day 
Evarything seems well in hand to get 
all the legislation so far introduced 
through by the 16th, the time fixed for 
Baal adjournment. 
This week will 


practically complete the work. 
Not 


much but the odds and ends and some 
few special bills will be left for next 
week. At the end of each session some 
surprises are looked for, as Sanator 
Quay and Insurance Commissioner Dur- 
ham are expected to spend most of the 
week in the city. Those members who 
are not included in the inner circle, 
and not expected to get the tip, are on 
the alert, looking for something spe- 
cial to ba sprung upon them some time 
during the week. 


It seems practically certain that all 


ballot reform legislation has gone B- 
glimmering. 
The personal registra- 


tion bill is dead beyond resurrection 
It has been slumbering in the commit- 
tee since early in the session. 


Personal registration is the keynote 


to ballot reform, and without it no leg- 
islation in that direction will avai' 
anvthing. 
The Focht ballot bill is 


likely to pass—but it merely sulsti 
tutes a square for the circle. To the 
average mind it makes but little differ- 
ence whether the hole be round or 
square on that monstrocity of a baUot 
which the citizens of Pennsylvania 
must vote. 


The special bill for good roads mey 


pass and it may possibly be put in 
such shape as to give it some merit. 


This legislature will be the shortest 


on record and is remarkable for the 
great rapidity in the despatch of busi- 
ness; but many of tha bills passed, had 
tbey received more time and attention, 
would not have been returned with the 
governor's veto. It is a wise provision 
of our Constitution which p'aces the 
veto 
power in the hands of some 


person competant to judge the merits 
of new laws. 


BILL3 INTRODUCED 


An ait for the protection of improved 


county roads prohibits the placing 
of material of all kinds on the road- 
way, 
interfering with the gutters or 


water courses of the road, injuring the 
bed of the road, excavating, digging, 
obstructing or tearing up any portions 
of the roadway, and declares the of- 
fense of so doing to ba a misdemeanor 
punishable by fine or imprisonment. 


That when any person, corporation 


or company shall enter or cause to be 
ent-red by warrant of attorney, con- 
fession of judgment or otherwise, any 
judgment in any court of common 
pleas it shall be the duty of the said 
plaintiff to furnish the prothonotary 
of the county in which said judgment 
shall be entered the place of residence 
of such plaintiff—and upon failure so 
to do said plaintiff shall be liable to a 
penalty of two per cantum of the 
amount of said judgment entered, and 
the prothonotary in each and every 
county is required to keep a daily 
record, separate and apart from all 
other records, showing the precise 
residence of the plaintiff of every 
judgment entered of record, and to 
file the same in the commissioners1 


office the first of each month. 


That the chief burgess of the several 


boroughs hereafter appointed or elect- 
ed before entering upon the duties of 
the said office shall enter into a bond 
ia such amount and with such sureties 
as the court of quarter sessions of the 
proper county shall direct, said bond 
to be filed in the office of the clerk of 
said court, and the condition thereof 
shall be that the said chief burgess 
shall fa'x,1!fully account for all moneys 
and o'.her things that shall come into 
his hands by virtue of his office, and 
shall perform all the other duties of 


horse or mule the plaintiff may cause 
a writ of Fi Fa. to issue against any 
possessor of sa'd horse or mule. 


That hereafter the tax collectors of 


the several boroughs and townships of 
this commonwealth shall be entitled 
to and may retain for their own com. 
p°nsation five per centum of all mon- 
eys collected by them as taxes.

It shall be unlawful for any borough 


or ci ly to levy or collect any tax or 
money as a license fee from any farmer 
who sells his own products in or about 
the streets of any borough or city. 


Making it a misdemeanor for any 


person to loan or borrow any money, 
when the security for the same is a 
salary, furniture or chattels of any de- 
scription that shall be permitted to 
remain on the premises or in the pos- 
session of the owner at a greater rate 
thin 6 per centum per annum. 


That hereafter the county in which 


any prosecution is brought for mis- 
demeanor shall not be liable for costs 
when the defendant is discharged un- 
less the grand jury shall find that the 
complaint was made in good faith, or 
by a public officer without malice or 
negligence. 


The commissioners of the several 


counties shall issue their precepts to 
make the triennial assessment of prop- 
erty to the assessors of their respective

Over there your 
eye faily catches the bordsrs of Mary- 
land, and turning east and north, Ever- 
ett and D anning's mountain loom up 
in the blue nuza, and still farther dis- 
tant to the north, Blue Knob frowns 
down in her majesty, the peer of the 
mountains, and your view ia lost in the 
grand scenery, surrounding country, 
hamlet and farm. 
The mountain 


slopes, the Horse Shoe Bend and bold 
curve* at this point of the old turn- 
pike, in ascending and descending the 
mountain at the old White Horse tav- 
ern, certainly rivals the grand view 
above Altoona on the Pennsylvania 
railroad at Kittanning Point, or Horse 
Shoe Band, so famous the country over. 
While the old White Horse tavern, in 
its ruins, is lost sight of, I briefly re- 
call its history, incidents and tradi- 
tions. 


From tradition it was said that the 


Indian trail emerging from the banks 
of the Juniata and Shawnea Cabin 
creek, a well beaten path, crossed the 
range at this point, and far bick in the 
seventeenth oantury a rude cabin 
marked the site of the old tavarn, but 
I have not been able to trace back and 
recall the name of the bold adventurer 
Though from traditional and circum- 
stantial facts incident to the quaint 
old tavern, the ancient structure car- 
ries with it reminiscences of a very re- 
mote character. 


Prior to the charter of the Chambers- 


burg and S omerset Turnpike company, 
in 1306, and before its construction 
and the completion of the enterprise, 
I made inquiry to ascertain by whom 
the old tavern was conducted in its 
primitive days, butfailed. Consequent- 
ly I shall speak of one Glessner, the 
proprietor, who presided over the old 
tavern over sixty years ago, when the 
public highway was in the zenith of its 
«;lory and every farm house along the 
road was a public inn and hung out a 
sign, "Tavern." lean very vividly re- 
call and go back to the palmy days of 
the old Somerset pike when the Troy 
coach and four horses, the Conestoga 
wagon, horsemen and footmen, droves 
of horses and cattle lined the grand old 
pike, and Mr. Glessner, proprietor of 
the old tavern, did a thriving business, 
and it was a cold day if the house was 
not filled with guests and the stables 
crowded with horses and the pasture 
with droves of cattle. Practically it 
was an era of prosperity, and the 
farmers had a market for their pro- 
ducts and Mr. Glessner and many other 
inn-keepers came down with their forr 
and six horse teams in the settlement 
for corn, oats, etc , and thousands of 
bushels were utilized by tha hotel 
men in feeding stage and wagon horses 
and droves. Hence for a time we seem- 
ingly were prosperous, but too slow. 
Then came the Pennsylvania canal in 
the thirties, but still too slow for the 
progressive age. The Pennsylvania 
railroad was conceived and with its 
gigantic capital swept from our doors 
the last vestige of traffic, and the old 
historic turnpike was doomed and for- 
ever discarded, and today remains but 
a memento of past generat'ons. Cas- 
ually we are the greatest nation on 
earth, with our railroads sweeping 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific coast, 
and our commerce on every ocean, and 
our cannon booming over the Antilles.

department of commerce. Last year 
the executive gave a good office to 
Frank M. Sargent, a well known labor 
leader, being the head of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen. 
For 


many years Mr. Clark was president of 
the Order of Railway Conductors. Com- 
menting on these appointments, the 
Rochester Herald says: "It is obvious 
that tie purpose of the administration 
in selecting the wisest and most popu- 
lar leaders that organized labor has ever 
known for public office is to weaken 
labor organizations in the one respect 
where they stand most in need of 
strength—in their intellectual equip- 
ment. 
Public office has thus lured

It is a pleasant thing to be ablr 


to record such an extraordinary event, 
but S'gnor Jacque de Saint Marc, we 
take off our hats to you. 
Speaking 


about that ancient proverb, of which 
we have just given a single instance, 
that there is nothing new under the 
sun, this week has furnished us with a 
most remarkable illustration. We have 
frfquently had to record extraordinary 
dinners, where our golden youths have 
made asses of themselves, hut never 
before, since Adam's banishment from 
Paradise, have we had to record a din- 
ner given by horses, and very respect- 
able horses at that. 


At Sherry's one night last week a 


dinner was given by Waterbury where 
thirty-two gentlemen mounted on thir- 
ty-two horses partook of a dinner that 
would have rivaled the feasts of Helio- 
gabalus, from soup to cigars and toddy. 
Everything was first-class and to ena 
ble the equestrian diners to discuss 
their dinner in peace each horse was 
provided with an ample supply of oats. 
From first to last there was no hitch 
in the entertainment. Those who par- 
took of the feast were delighted with 
the menu, satisfied that they had fur- 
nished society for the first time in 
thousand years with something new 
under the sun. 


It seems to me singular how many 


people take delight in making other 
people miserable. No matter what you 
say or do, or how disinterested their 
acts, some miserable fellow is sure to 
suggest some wretched thing that 
poisons the chalice of your happiness. 
J Pierpont Morgan, a name pretty 
generally known wherever civilization 
dwells, presented to King Edward VII. 
on the occasion of his coronation a 
tapestry for which he paid 8100,000. 
Some envious wretches, chafing at Mr. 
Morgan's popularity, or looking per- 
haps for a little blackmail, questioned 
the authenticity of this work of art. 
The story was told in a-dozen differ- 
ent ways by a dozen different German 
newspapers. It was said to be an imi 
tation and that Mr. Morgan's ignorance 
had been imposed upon by the dealer 
who knew it was a bogus production. 
G-eneral Casnola, of the Metropolitan 
Art Museum, declares that the tapes- 
try is not only genuine but is one of 
the highest works of its class, General 
Cesnola himself is one of the beat 
judges of ancient art now alive, al- 
though I recollect soma years ago the 
general was accused of palming off his 
restoration of some ancient statuary 
which had no claim to authenticity 
whatever. 


After a series of angry charges and 


replies the general's work was triumph- 
antly vindicated and a collection of 
gold, silver and jewels which were 
found among the ruins of the Temple 
of Diana were among the curios of that 
wonderful collection. 
Here we saw 


the secret articles used in the boudoir 
of the fashionable bslle thousands of 
years ago. It gave us a better idea of 
ancient civilization than anything that 
could be found among the noble col- 
lections of Europe. 


Mr. Morgan needs no further vindi- 


cation for his splendid gift to Eng- 
land's king, and, while many persons 
may feel disposed to carp at the man- 
ner in which this multi-millionaire is 
disposing of his cash, if we are going 
to reduce this world to what man abso- 
lutely needs and nothing more WP 
might as well go clad in bearskins, 
wooden shoes or even 
without tbe 


figleaf which Adam and Eve were com 
polled to wear on their expulsion from 
Paradise. It really seems as if some 
people desire to be in a row always 
There has not been in a century any 
more evidence of good will than that 
which was extended to Prince Henry, 
the emperor's brother, who came here 
as the representative of the emperor 
himself. It was genuine, generous and 
hearty. Prom first to last there wasn't 
a single failure. The emperor's yacht, 
which was built here, was launched 
and christened by American hands. 
And the prince himself declared he 
could get no more genuine welcome on 
the banks of the Shine. But some of 
the evil minded anarchists,, conceiving 
that the United States is getting too 
intimate, havefound faultwith a speech 
made by Admiral Dewey in comparing 
the warships of the United States and 
Germany. 


The inference drawn from Admiral 


Dewey's speech was that the German 
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navy was far inferior to onr own, and 
his argument was tortured almost to 
an expression of contempt. He thought 
it of sufficient moment to cause the 
president to enter a public and official 
disclaimer. 
The president resolved, 


however, to lake no notice of it, be- 
lieving that the level headed Germans 
were too wise to take offense at a 
private conversation. He sent for Ad- 
miral Dewey, and asked him if he had 
made such a speech. The admiral de- 
clared that he had, but said that he was 
conversing with a friend and gave an 
opinion which he never dreamt wou'd 
go before the public in the shape in 
which it had. The parties who started 
this report represented that Americans 
hated GTma-s, they are not in high 
favor with either Germans or Ameri- 
cans. They are like an Irishman at 
Donnybrook fair—continually asking 
some one to kncck a chip off their 
shoulder or tread on the tail of their 
coat.

properties controlled by these men 
amount to nearly a thousand mill 
ions of dollars. 
With this terrible, 


this fearful, combination of capital 
comes a despotism before whioh repub- 
lics disappear and the dream of our 
dead prophet will never be realized of a 
"government of the people, for the 
people and by the people"—it has faded 
like a vision of the night. 


Scarcely a decade haa passed sine 


the country was startled with the »n 
nouncement that Mr C»rnegie, a pr' 
vote citizen of Pittsbnrg, a name 
scarcely known outside the limits o: 
that smoky city, had sold one-half of 
his properties to an English syndicate 
for a hundred and fifty million dollars 
At first the people thought it w»s a 
jest, but it was a serious jest to th 
purchasers, who held the sale on an 
option. The matter was held by the 
syndicate and was debated pro and c^n 
till the term of the option had expired 
They then sent Mr. Frick, Mr. Car- 
negie's former partner, to Mr. Ca~ - 
negie's estate in Scotland, as they had 
finally determined to accept his terms. 
Mr. Carnegie seemed rejoiced to see 
his old partner under his hospitable 
roof and asked him if he was taking a 
pleasure outing. Frick replied no, he 
was there on business. After dinner 
Carnegie inquired what was Trick's 
business in Scotland. Frick replied 
that he had come to accept the option 
which Carnegie had offered. "What 
option do you speak of, Mr. Frick ?"
